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Boro Board Considers 
Recreational Plan 


The Warren Borough School Board 
met Monday evening and gave con­ 
ditional approval to the Warren 
Recreation Board’s proposal where­ 
by the school and Borough Council 
would jointly furnish supervision of 
the community's ice rink, tennis 
courts and the Youth Canteen. 
A committee consisting of Dr. 
Arthur O'Connor and board solici­ 
tor R. Pierson Eaton was named to 
work out further details of such a 
program which would cost the board 
approximately $500 a year. Action by 
council is yet to be taken. 
The initial cost of such a program 
as proposed by the Recreation Board 
would cost about $2820 a year, but 
state reimbursement would lower 
this figure to around $970. 
An immediate step was taken to 
approve Fred Bell, Paul Meyers, 
Phyllis Putnam, Jane Masters, Eu­ 
gene Williams and Harold Miller as 
supervisors at the rink. 
The board accepted the resigna­ 
tion of Charles Frantz, treasurer of 
the board who had served for five 
years. A successor to fill out his 
unexpired term will be named. 
A five year lease allowing the 
county commissioners to use five 
schools as voting polls was also 
approved. The locations are Jeffer­ 
son, Lacy, McClintock, South Street, 
and Home (when needed). 
It was reported that the state had 
reimbursed $538 for the October 
milk program an d $452 for the month 
of November. Payments approved 
were $192, special services; $494, 
substitute teachers; $135, janitors’ 
overtime; $2,073, orders for the 
month. The finance committee was 
given the go ahead sign to pay bills 
amounting to $33,751, $30,000 of 
which goes to the joint committee 
for use of the junior and senior high 
schools. 
The monthly milk fund report in 
the elementary grades indicated 
loss of $31 for the period. In other 
business the board approved the re ­ 
quest of the county board to use 
South Street building for a special 
class in Warren, accepted the resig­ 
nation of the superintendent’s secre

THE ANSWER 
The problems of the world do not 
change very much, and a look into 
the future reveals they promise to 
be even more acute unless we pre­ 
pare for them. Feeding, clothing, 
housing, and keeping well the people 
of this earth have been the material 
enigmas for many centuries. They 
face us today, and will face us to­ 
morrow. 
There are people starving in var­ 
ious portions of the globe this year. 
We have more food than we can eat 
in our nation. Another goes hungry. 
The world lacks homes for its 
people. Even in a prosperous United 
States we lack adequate housing. 
There are millions with bare 
feet, inadequately covered bodies, 
sick from exposure to the elements. 
While many of our familes have two 
£ars under them, there are millions 
in many corners of the world with 
no soles on their shoes. 
We spend billions on research, 
and we are gaining on disease. We 
have modem hospitals and special­ 
ists who are performing surgical 
feats that are saving the lives of 
those who once would have been 
without hope. But we have millions 
who are dying from nothing more 
serious than unsanitary conditions. 
Our homes are loaded with tv 
sets for our entertainment, and a 
major share of those programs are 
made possible by millions spent to 
sell soap. Yet millions die around 
the globe because of one simple 
problem. They are dirtyl 
• 


If war does not set us back, our 
living conditions will improve. We 
will have more cars, better food, 
our life expectancy will increase 
as we find new answers to good 
health. 
But even as it gets better, it will 
be getting worse. We will have more 
people to feed and less land on which 
to feed them. The backward areas 
may not catch up fast enough to be 
of any assistance to the “ cultured” 
sections of the earth. They might 
even over-run them if hunger press­ 
es.

But there is a simple material 
answer to our problems. It is a 
word that seems to frighten us these 
days, as we clutch our pocketbooks 
for fear someone will suggest we 
spend another dime for a pint of 
milk in the cafeteria or to make 
part of the payment on a suitable 
textbook. It is education! 
Educate the world and it won’t 
go hungry. It will not live in slums. 
It will not go naked. It will find an 
answer to its physical ills. It will 
be clean and sanitary. 
Educate all our people and you will 
have more good brains to find the 
technical answers. You will have 
more scientists, more d o c t o r s , 
more experts. 
The vast majority of people who 
live in slums or run-down homes 
are those who are untrained. Among 
them are a few who had opportun­ 
ities for the best, and maybe went 
through college, but they are excep­ 
tions. The men and women who have 
had 
th e advantages of advanced 
schooling will not settle for shacks 
in which to raise their families. 
The portion of our population 
which is not adequately educated 
consists of many minds which could 
be of great value in our society. 
Too many minds of quality spend a 
life-time doing third or fourth-rate 
work. With the right training they 
would contribute much to our so­ 
ciety. The loss is the community’s 
The well educated are very apt to 
have adequate food in the larder 
warm clothing on the family, and 
soap to go with the plumbing.

COACH RESIGNING 
The resignation of Fred Bell from 
the Warren high football coaching 
post will be formally acted upon at 
the Joint Committee meeting of the 
W arren Area School Board next 
Monday.

CHURCH ENTERS CENSORSHIP 
BATTLE OVER MOVIES 
The constant dispute over censor­ 
ship of all kinds which plays a 
m ajor part in making democracy 
work has moved into the publicity 
spot light the last few weeks due 
to the movie, 
Baby 
Doll. 
The 
Am erican Civil L iberties Union, 
which is composed of many lead­ 
ing citizens, works constantly at 
the job of protecting basic liber­ 
ties. Its report on the current dis­ 
pute is interesting. It reads: 
“ Leading Protestant and Catholic 
churchm en w ere engaged in a dis­ 
pute last week over the showing 
of the controversial film “ Baby 
D oll," and the alleged suppression 
by a Chicago TV station of the 
movie, “ M artin L uther.” 
‘♦The ‘'Baby D oll” clash arose 
when Cardinal Spellm an, in an un­ 
usual personal appearance in the 
pulpit, warned Roman Catholics a- 
gainst seeing the film under penalty 
of comm itting a sin. The motion 
picture, which depicts 
life in a 
M ississippi area, concerns a young 
girl who is m arried to a man 
twice her age and becom es involved 
with a younger man. It had been 
placed in the “ condemned” category 
by the Catholic reviewing organi­ 
zation, the Legion of Decency, which 
term ed it “ m orally repellant both 
in theme and treatm en t.” In his 
statem ent, C ardinal Spellman said 
it was “ astonishing and deplorable” 
that such an “ im m oral” film had 
been certified for public exhibition. 
It has received the seal of approval 
from the film industry’s own P ro ­ 
duction Code Office and passed the 
New York State censor. 
“ Cardinal 
Spellm an’s 
position 
was contested by the Very Rev. 
Jam es A. Pike. Dean of the P ro tes­ 
tant Episcopal C athedral in New 
York City. Dean Pike, while de­ 
fending the right of C ardinal Spell­ 
man to establish rules of conduct 
for his own church m em bers, scored 
asserted 
attem pts 
of 
“ m inority 
groups” to impose their will on the 
community. 
Taking 
up 
Cardinal 
Spellm an’s comment that in oppos­ 
ing the film he was acting as a 
loyal citizen in defense of A m erica, 
Dean Pike said that “ suppression 
of free expression of ideas, free 
description of a real situation in 
a land,” was ch aracteristic of Com­ 
munism. 
“ The true p atrio t,” he 
continued, “ defends freedom against 
governm ental authority and against 
m ajority 
or 
m inority 
pressu re 
groups, against volunteers in the 
cause of thought control.” 
“ The controversy assum ed in ter­ 
national proportions when the Rev. 
John A. Burke, ecclesiastical d ir­ 
ector of B ritain’s Roman Catholic 
Film Institute, said that he could 
“ see no reason why adult Catholics 
should not see” 
the film . 
The 
Institute is the B ritish equivalent 
of the Legion of Decency in the 
United States. Father Burke said 
“ Baby Doll” was “ a brilliant piece 
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of work on a decadent subject,” 
but that it “ obviously was not the 
so rt of thing for thoughtless people” . 
“ While the prelates discussed 
the m oral qualities of the film, 
there was no sign that local movie 
exhibitors were withdrawing the pic­ 
ture from public showing. Despite 
threats of financial p ressu re from 
the Catholic War V eterans, there 
has been no picketing of the film 
in New York City. W arner B rothers, 
national distributors of the picture, 
report that local showings are going 
ahead as scheduled, and officials 
opined that local reaction would be 
governed by the film ’s box-office 
success in New York. It was r e ­ 
ported that the picture was doing 
excellent business at New York 
C ity’s V ictoria T heatre. 


“ The Am erican Civil L iberties 
Union is watching the situation c a re ­ 
fully and is ready to intervene if 
censorship threatens. It has r e ­ 
peatedly stated it defends the right 
of a church or any other group to 
advise its own m em bers not to see 
a particular film , but it also urges 
local exhibitors not to bow to p re s­ 
sures to withdraw the film and to 
allow the public to see it. 
“ The TV controversy in Chicago 
concerned the last-m inute ban on 
the showing of “ M artin L uther,” 
on station WGN-TV, operated by 
the Chicago Tribune. P re ssu re from 
Catholic Church officials allegedly 
caused the cancellation, but this 
was denied by M sgr. E. M. Burke, 
chancellor of the Chicago archdio­ 
cese. Strong protests w ere made 
by Protestant leaders, including one 
call for a federal investigation of 
the ban, and the ACLU’s illinois 
Division. The ACLU affiliate said: 
The wave lengths belong to the 
people and this m eans all the people. 
They are licensed to private c o r­ 
porations to be used in the public 
in terest. Anyone has a right to 
protest a presentation, to refrain 
from viewing it, and to attem pt 
to persuade others not to see it. 
But it is obnoxious to freedom of 
comm unication, on which our demo­ 
cratic system re sts, to have any 
group seek to im pose a general 
censorship on m aterial of which 
it 
disapproves according to the 
special standards of that group . . .

to the early 1900s when the silver 
ran out and, shortly thereafter, the 
people followed. 
There were vignettes about the 
Gross brothers, who first discov­ 
ered the presence of silver (Every­ 
one else was looking for gold) and 
who were engulfed by disaster; about 
Comstock, whose name undeserved­ 
ly adorned the greatest of all silver 
mines and who committee suicide, 
of the passing of Julia Bulette, the 
town's leading madame, for whose 
funeral the saloons closed for the 
only time in history, of Sandy Bow­ 
ers and his wife who drew aquarter 
of a million dollars out of the bank 
for a trip to Europe.

Virginia City is picturesque and 
colorful enough, God knows, to sup­ 
ply a dozen hour-long programs 
with material. Somehow, though, 
it didn’t come off.

If you dramatize too much, you 
wind up with a costume drama and 
not a very convincing one and, if 
you rely on the facts and the re ­ 
licts exclusively of "m an’s discov­ 
ery of the world around him” , you 
wind up with a museum lecture.

DON’T DELIVER 
Failure to deliver printed pub­ 
lications as promised is charged 
against Community Service, Inc., 
of Kansas City, Mo. The FTC char­ 
ges that high school annuals have 
not been delivered until months 
after graduation date. Yearbooks, 
calendars, 
cookbooks, and com­ 
munity digests have been published 
in conjunction with a local civic 
group, but deliveries have not been 
made as promised. Salesmen also 
have represented that all monies 
were to go to the sponsoring group 
and even have represented them­ 
selves as m em bers of the group. 
These claim s, says the FTC, were 
untrue.

SINGER CHARGED 
Singer Manufacturing Co., and 
its sales subsidiary, Singer Sewing 
Machine Co., Singer Building, New 
York City, have been charged by 
the Federal Trade Commission with 
representing that repossessed and 
other used Singer sewing machines 
are new. 
According to a Commission com­ 
plaint, Singer sells new machines 
and a variety of used machines 
i n c l u d i n g 
repossessions, floor 
samples, dem onstrators, and trade­ 
ins. Charging Singer with deceiv­ 
ing the public in the re-sale of the 
used machines, the complaint al­ 
leges that in many instances sales­ 
men either represent that they are 
new machines or fail to disclose 
that they are used. 
The complaint notes that in most 
instances the used machines have 
the appearance of new models and 
are readily accepted by the public 
as such. This is particularly true, 
the complaint adds, when, as fre ­ 
quently occurs, prices for the usee 
machines are the same, or approxi­ 
mately the same, as for new m a­ 
chines. 
In other instances, the complaint 
adds, repossessed machines are 
sold as floor samples and demon­ 
strators. 
In this connection the 
complaint notes that the public p re­ 
fers floor samples or dem onstra­ 
tors over machines that have been 
repossessed. 
The 
complaint 
concludes 
that 
these practices are unfair and de­ 
ceptive to the prejudice of the public 
and competitors, in violation of the 
FTC Act.

HUNTING SEASONS 
Tentative dates for 1957 hunting 
seasons were picked at a meeting 
of the Pennsylvania Game commis­ 
sion last Friday. It also elected C. 
Elwood Huffman, of M a r s h a l l s 
Creek, president. Dewey H. Miller 
of Bedford was named secretary. 
The small game season probably 
will open October 26. But the season 
•on wild turkeys, grouse, and squir­ 
rels may start a week earlier as was 
done last fall. This decision will 
await the results of winter survival 
and spring production studies. 
The archers will be let loose on 
October I, and the gunmen will go 
after bucks on December 2. If there 
is a doe season it will start Decem­ 
ber 16. 
Bears will be legal game on No­ 
vember 25, and snowshoe hares on 
December 28. These early dates 
annually are released to help those 
■Aunters who like to plan their vaca­ 
tions. Usually they hold up unless 
unusual conditions affect the game 
supply. 
• * * 


KEEP ’EM ALIVE 
Not long ago they were yours to 
kill. Now they are yours to keep 
alive. Game in the forests is in for 
a tough winter. Food supply is low 
due to the unseasonal weather we 
had in 1956. Frosts in May and 
June killed the wild cherry and nut 
crop, and harmed many other kinds 
of natural food. 


Corn is being placed in wild tur­ 
key areas, and all hunters are urged 
to help in the work af the clubs who 
assist the Commission in this effort 
to keep the game alive. Sportsmen 
can do more than haul feed. They also 
can report game. There is a chance 
you know of a flock which has escaped 
the notice of game wardens. 
Those who have hunting camps 
can perform a double service. They 
can build feeders, which not only will 
help the game, but will keep the birds 
and animals in the area of the camp 
What you feed this winter will be 
there to produce more in the spring, 
and all will be present when you look 
down the barrel in the fall.

ALL PAID UP 
A contrite lady hunter from P itts­ 
burgh finally has paid her debt to 
the hunting society. Hu n t i n g in 
Venango county she winged a doe by 
mistake. She wrote the Game Com­ 
mission on December 6, explaining 
what she had done and enclosing $20.
